In an agricultural country like this, therefore to erect, and con- 
centrate, and perpetuate a large monied intereſt, is a meaſure which your Memorialiſts ap- 
prehend muſt in the courſe of human events, produce one or other of two evils, the prot 
tration of agriculture at the feet of Commerce, or a change in the preſent form of Faedcral

The General Aſſembly paſs by various other parts of the ſaid act which they apprehend 
will have, a dangerous and impolitic tendency, and proceed to ſhew the injuſtice of it,'as 
it applies to this Commonwealth.
